THE LOVE OF CHRIST FOR HIS CHURCH. 


Vor as a@ young man marrieth a virgin, so shall thy sons marry 
thee: and as the bridegroom rejoiceth over the bride, so shall 
thy God rejoice over thee. Isa, xii: 5. 


No apology is offered to fastidious critics, for this metaphorical 
language. We should not, even by implication, impeach the delica- 
cy of Isaiah and his inspirer, the Holy Ghost. - The language is so 
far from needing a vindication, that it is esteemed to be exquisitely 
chaste, tender, and beautiful. 

The union which subsists between Christ and his people is fre- 
quently represented, in the holy scriptures; by an allusion to mar- 
riage ; and the desertion of the true God is compared to matrimonial 
infidelity. 

The 45th Psalm, which the writer of the epistle to the Hebrews 
applies to Christ, is entitled, “a song of loves.” In this is employ- 
ed the same allegorical representation, which we find in the prophe- 
cy of Isaiah. The church saith to Christ, “Thou art fairer than 
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the children of men.” Christ respouds, “ Hearken, O daughter, and 
consider, and incline thine ear: forget also thine own people, and 
thy father’s house: so shall the king greatly desire thy beauty.” 

“ The song of songs” is a representation of the mutual love which 
exists between Christ and his people. Our Lord Jesus calls him- 
self a bridegroom, his church a bride, aad his apestles, bridesmen, 
or “children of the bride-chamber.” Are any minds disgusted by 
such allusions? “ He which is filthy, let him be filthy still.” 

The undefiled will rejoice in the condesceusion of Jehovah ; in the 
affection he exercises for his church; and in the simplicity with 
which the love of Jesus is revealed. “For as a young man mar- 
rieth a virgin, so shall thy sons marry thee ; and as the bridegroom 
rejoiceth over the bride, so shall thy God rejoice over thee.” 

A few critical remarks are necessary. The whole passage relates 
to Jesus and his church; and it seems strange, that the sons of the 
church should be said to marry the bride, their mother. The fact 
is, that the Hebrew word rendered sons, should be translated re- 
storer ; for this the sense requires, and the original word allows. 
Bishop Lowth jas given the sense of the prophet in his translation. 

Animated by the promises of God, concerning the enlargement 
and prosperity of the church, the rapturous prophet exclaims; 

“No more shall it be said unto thee, thou “ forsaken!” 

“ Neither to thy land shall it be said any more, “ thou desolate !” 
‘ But thou shalt be called the object of my delight : 
“ And thy land, the wedded matron : 
“ For Jehovah shall delight in thee ; 
“ And thy land shall be joined in marriage. 
“ For as a young man weddeth a virgin, 
“So shall thy Restorer wed thee : 
“ And as a bridegrom rejoiceth in his bride, 
«So shall thy God rejoice in thee.” 

This is a great and precious promise to the church. It is admi- 
rable condescension ! It should excite the love and gratitude of every 
friend of Zion. It is one of the “ glorious things” spoken of thee, 
O thou city of our God! 

For Zion’s sake, therefore, I will not hold my peace; “and for 
Jerusalem’s sake I will not rest, until the righteousness thereof go 
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forth as brightness.” My pen shall be devoted to the love of J sus 
for his church. Let us be guided in our meditations by tue ail-go- 
ry of the prophet. 

Jehovah weddeth his church as a young man a virgin; and re- 
jeiceth in her, as a bridegroom in his bride. It is natural to re- 
mark, 

1. That Jehovah-Jesus was first in the exercise of love. If the 
church now loves Jesus, it is because he first loved her. Asa 
young man, in the imagination, forms to himself the image of a 
lovely person, so Jehovah drew the resemblance of his future 
church, in the beginning, saw that it was good, loved it; and re- 
solved to join to himself in spiritual marriage such a bride, as his 
heart desired. Every feature of the christian church, which was 
to be purchased by Christ’s love, was from eternity drawn ia the 
divine mind. Had not such a church been previously loved, 
Jesus had not taken such an one to be his consort. “Ye have not 
chosen me, but I have chosen you.” “ Yea, I have loved thee with 
an everlasting love; therefore with loving-kindness have I drawn 
thee.” The Creator of the church beheid her form “yet being ua- 
perfect ;” and in his book all her “ members were written, which 
in continuance were fashioned, when as yet there was none of 
them.” He designed her graces, and arrayed her in robes of hea- 
ven-bought righteousness. He determined that she should finally 
be made perfectly lovely and glorious, Well then may the church 
say, how precious were thy thoughts concerning me! “ how great is 
the sum of them !” 

2. Having first loved his church, Jesus wins her by his love. 
He resolves to gain her affection by the discovery of hisown. He 
draws her by loving kindness. That he may so wed his people, as 
a young man weddeth a virgin, he would sweetly constrain her to 
be his, by solemn covenant and reciprocal attachment. Before 
she is conquered by the love of Jesus, Zion is an untoward virgin, 
destitute of moral goodness, but having qualifications which being 
sanctified, will render her lovely, and display the greatness of the 
love of Christ. Ezekiel compares the natural state of the church 
to that of a wretched female infant; and shows by what unmerited 
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kindness God rears and ornaments her, that he may gain her love, 
make her a praise in the earth, and the joy of his heart. 

Thus saith the Lord, at thy birth, “none eye pitied thee :” 
“thou wast cast out in the open field, to the loathing of thy person.” 

When I passed by thee, and saw thee polluted in thine own 
blood, I said unto thee, “live;” yea, I said unto thee, in thy blood, 
“live.” Such was the condition of the church when Jesus sought 
to. gain her affection, make her lovely, and bind her to himself. 

The kindness by which the bridegroom sought to win his bride, 
is next represented. 

“I have caused thee to come to excellent ornaments: thy breasts 
are fashioned, and thine hair is grown, whereas thou wast naked and 
bare. Now, when I passed by thee, and looked upon thee, behold, 
thy time was the time of love; and I spread my skirt over thee, and 
covered thy nakedness: yea, I sware unto thee, and entered into a 
covenant with thee, saith the Lord God, and thou becamest mine. 
Then I washed thee with water—and I anointed thee with oil. § 
clothed thee also with broidered work, and shod thee with badger’s 
skin, and I girded thee about with fine linen, and I covered thee with 
silk. I decked thee also with ornaments, and I put bracelets upon 
thine hands, and a chain on thy neck—and thon wast exceeding 
beautiful—and thy renown went forth among the nations for thy 
beauty, for it was perfect, through my comeliness which I put up- 
on thee, saith thy Ged, Jehovah.” * 

Remeniber with what assiduity a young man seeks to please one 
whom his soul loveth, and reflect, that Jesus has done more than 
any human lover. He has not only preserved, and prospered, and 
beautified his church, but he has died that his spouse might live. 

By the love displayed in the incarnation, the life of suffering, and 
the ignominious death on Calvary, Jesus would enchant the object 
of his everlasting regard. By his dying love he would inspire all 
his people with love to him, and his cause. He extends his bleed- 
ing hands to draw his.chureh to his embraces. 
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3. As a young man weddeth a virgin, so Jesus, having sought:out 
and won the church, enters into solemn covenant to live with her, 
love her, provide for her, protect her, counsel and comfort her, and 
under no circumstances, for any pretence, to desert her. This he 
does cheerfully, from love; and cannot fail to accomplish his vows. 
His church is his, in prosperity and adversity; in obedience or dis- 
obedience, for he has taken her, as a young man a virgin. 

The 9th Psalm, saith, “ sing praises to the Lord, who dwelleth in 
Zion; or who abideth continually in his church. Yea, God liveth 
habitually with every member of his church, for he saith; «I dwell 
in the high and holy place, with him also that is of a contrite and 
humble spirit.” “I will dwell among the children of Israel, and 
will be their God.” Of the church it is said in the 68th Psalm, 
“this is the hill which God desireth to dwell ,in; yea, the Lord 
will dwell in it for ever.” 

Jesus declares to his church, “Lo, I am with you always :” 
where two or three are assembled in my name, “there I am.” “If 
a man love me, my Father will love him, and we will come unto 
him, and make our abode with him.” He promises also invariable 
love to his church. “I love them that love me.” “TF will love 
them freely, for mine anger is turned away.” The Song of Solo- 


' mon abounds with mutual protestations of everlasting affeetion be- 


tween Jesus and the beloved of his soul. 

For his church, Jesus covenants to provide robes of righteous- 
ness, the bread of life, living fountains, pleasant abodes, and faith- 
ful servants. His table shall be spread, her guests entertained, and 
her servants fed and clothed. He promises also protection. “Who 
is he that shall harm you?” “Fear thou not; for I am with thee, 
be not dismayed, for I am thy God. I will strengthen thee; yea, 
I will help thee; yea, as a young man supports his bride, I will 
upheld thee with my right hand.” “Behold, they that were in- 
censed against thee, shall be ashamed and confounded: they shall be 
as nothing; and they that strive with thee shall perish.” If any 
one contends against the church, he opposes Omnipotence. If any 
one shall contemn the bride, the Lamb’s wife, he shall feel the arm 
of divine vengeance. 
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To his church, Jesus says, this is the way, here lies your duty 
and interes', and thus counsels his people. When they are disquicted, 
his ears are open to their complaints, and he comforts them with 
the ‘assurauce, that all things shall work for good to them that love 
God. 

The church can never be so depressed, as to be despised and for- 
saken of her God. His name, and the glory of his throne are con- 
cerned in her prosperity. He has said, “I will never leave thee.” 
He has made his church partner with himself in ali his possessiovs, 
for he declares, “all things are yours.” “All things are for your 
sakes.” Jesus is “ head over allthings to the church.” All ‘bings 
were created by Jesus Christ, “to the intent, that now, unto the 
principalities and powers, iu heavenly places, might be made known 
by the church, the manifold wisdom of God.” ‘The glory of Christ 
is the glory of the church. She is interested in all which belongs 
t» her Lord and husband. 

Such a relation subsists between Jesus and his people, as nothing 
can dissolve; no, not the infidelity of his consort; for we are in- 
formed that he will in no case utterly cast off his people. He will 
correct them, bear with them, and heal their backslidings. 

Ezekiel having shown the kindvess of God to the wretched _in- 
fant, who was preserved, espoused and ornamented, proceeds to re- _ 
present her ungrateful conduct. Jehovah accuses his church, * But 
thou didst trust iu thine own beauty, and playedst the harlot.” 
“How weak is thine heart, saith the Lord God, seeing thou doest 
all these things, the work of an imperious, whorish woman !” When 
the conduct of the church deserves such reproach, she is punished 
by a temporary divorcement; yet, “be astonished, O ye heavens 
at this !” “ nevertheless,” saith Jehovah, in the same chapter which 


_ reeords this baseness, “I will remember my covenant with thee in 


the days of thy youth, and I will establish unto thee an everlasting 
covenant.” Such is the divine compassion! It surpasses all human 
affection ! 

Lastly ; having united his church to himself by marriage, as a 
bridegrcom rejoices in his bride, so Jesus rejoices in his church. 
He takes peculiar delight and satisfaction in his people. They en- 
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gage his affections, and are the objects of his joy. It is his design 
to purify his people from all sin, and finally present, to the holy an- 
gels, and God the Father of all, the beloved of his soul. He will 
present his bride, free from blemish, purchased with his own blood, 
won by his love, before the throne in the heavens, with unspeakable 
joy. Every thing which tends to enlarge the church, and purify 
his saints, increases the joy of Jeuss. He is preparing his partner 
by instruction and discipline, to accompany him in his triumphal 
entrance into glory, when, before all worlds assembled to admire, 
he shall deliver his mediatorial kingdom to the Father, and say, 
“this is the bride for whom I left my throne, humbled myself to 
win her affections, and with whom I have now returned to enjoy 
the society of my Father’s mansion.”

Between a Collegian, and the President of his college, on the au- 
thenticity of Christianity. 


CotiEciAN. As our class have completed their morning recita- 
tion, the indulgence I have hitherto received from you, Mr. Presi- 
dent, induces me to request the favour of a few minutes private 
advice. 

Preswent. Certainly. What, Sir, is the subject of your in- 
quiry ? 

Cot. From my early youth I have been taught to imbibe preju- 
dices against Christianity. Those prejudices have been confirmed 
by the writings of Voltaire, which I was obliged to trauslate when 
learning the French language. I am persuaded that no man of 
sound learning, and good sense, would condemn any system unex- 
plored; and although I still possess very great doubts respecting re- 
velation, I wish to examine it more thoroughly before I finally re- 
ject it. I have never applied to a clergyman for assistance in my 
inquiries; for as I could not believe their doctrine, I by no means 
venerated their character. If the President would indulge me 
with his aid, though not a positive collegiate duty, you will lay me 
under an additional obligation. \ 

Pre. The importance of the subject, and my good wishes for 
your happiness, dictate my compliance, so far as my knowledge may 
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extend. And in this I feel myself the more cheerful, from the. re- 
collection of many embarrassments of a similar nature which I myself 
laboured under in the early part my life.) However, from the na- 
ture of your inquiry you must give'me leave to require of you an 
answer to a previous necessary question. 

Cou. As you are so obliging, Sir, as to condescend to enter upon 
the subject on my behalf, I promise, conscientiously, to answer any 
questions you may propose, although, perhaps, it may expose my 
own folly. 

Pre. Do yot believe that there is a"God ? that good and evil are 
existing realities in our present state of humanity ? that, by the just 
law of our Maker, you are amenable to his tribunal for all the acts 
of your heart and life ? and that, after death, a period of retribution 
will take place, to justify the moral government of God on the earth, 
which will issue in the happiness or misery of the individuals of man- 
kind? These, generally, may be denominated the articles of the 
religion of nature, which are capable of being understood, although 
there were no bible in the world. Unless, therefore, you believe 
the religion of nature, you can have no pretention to inquire after 
the religion of revelation ; neither will any of its external evidence 
which I might name fall with conviction upon your breast. 

Cot. I have ever possessed an idea of a Supreme Brine. On 
the other articles you named, I have had repeated painful doubts, 
principally created in my mind by the reading of deistical volumes; 
but T can assure’ you, Sir, no doubt of their reality remains with me: 
if otherwise, T should have been content in my faith, and not waited 
ov the President with my case. 

Pre. For such a deliverance you have cause to be thankful! 
Persons who generally disbelieve the articles I named to you, can 
promise no benefit to civil society ; and, I am persuaded, they must 
be lost to true rational felicity. You may now, Sir, proceed with 
your objections against the bible, and state them fully. 

Cot. I begin by expressing my suspicion of the characters of the 
writers of the Testaments. - 

Pre. Your first blow is well directed; for if they can be im- 
peached, the whole, of course, must fall. If men fabricated the 
Scriptures, we may justly ask, What men were they? Either bad

or good. The first could not have contrived it, and the latter ne- 
ver would have done it. The doctrines, the precepts would be the 
reverse of their own nature. Would such men write a book to tell 
all the world that all such men as themselves would be punished in 
hell? Good men would never make a book out of their own heads, 
and then tell you that their lies were the counsels of God. If men 
did counterfeit God’s hand, how has it happened that no one has 
discevered the cheat? What! were they all deceivers? Tell me 
for why ? What could be the motive that induced them to such an 
imposition, where they saw,reproach, imprisonment, torture, and 
death, their own rewards? Would no one out of the many repent, 
and disclose the scheme, even when he found the world against him, 
and death before him ? Could base liars, wicked men, write a book 
so pure in its nature, and holy in its design, and endure all manner 
of hardships in defence of it? Even the character aud conduct of 
Judas Iscariot furnishes a strong argument for the truth of the gos- 
pel.. How came it to pass that he first betrayed his Master, and 
was then so stung with remorse, as to put an end to his own life? 
How came he thus to own himself guilty of the vilest sin, when, if 
Jesus had been an impostor, he knew that he had done an act of 
justice to the world in freeing them from him? Now, if there had 
been any base plot, any bad design in the case, Judas, who had so 
long lived with Christ and his disciples, with perfect intimacy, and 
who was entrusted with the bag, would certainly have exposed it. 
I wish to ask you, if you have thoroughly examined the characters 
of the different writers of the Old and New Testaments? Perhaps 
not. You would have found that they feared God; they lived a 
life of prayer to God; they separated themselves from the practices 
ef the wicked; they preached, they wrote, they wept, to reclaim 
their fellow-mortals; and they cheerfully submitted to every loss of 
name, health, friends, and property, to accomplish such benevolent 
purposes, all of which they unanimously aimed at the glory of 
God! Is there any thing here impeachable? Or ought we not to 
admire their character, and follow their steps? Are the social vir- 
tues of the opposers of Christianity more useful and brilliant ?>— 
Come, I pereeive you blush—let me hear another objection,

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Translation of a letter from Pomarre, King of Otaheite, to the 
Rev. Mr. Henry, one of the Missionaries who had resided on 
the Island for several years. 


Enrreatine him and his brethren to‘ return from New South 
Wales, to which they had retired in consequence of a civil war. 
The original was elegantly written in red. ink, (the liquid with 
which they die their cloth) but the address on the other side of the 
letter was with black ink, in English. Pomarre has for several 
months past kept a regular journal of all transactions in his owe 
language. 

This letter may be considered not only as a literary curiosity, but 
as a testimony to the good character and conduct of the Missionaries 
who had rendered themselves so useful, that their presence was 
judged by the King essential to his happiness; nor should the ac- 
knowledgment of the ruler of this savage people, that “Jehovah is 
the true God of the world, and his confidence,” be deemed unimport- 
ant. May not a hope be rationally indulged, that, notwithstanding 
all the difficulties which have attended this mission, we may yet see 
a happy result ? 


Eimeo, Thursday, Nov. 8, 1811. 


My good friend, 

Health and prosperity to you and your family 
also! I am still grieving for you all; for Tare, Tereetahe, Jo,* and 
Mrs. Henry. 

This is my speech to you, come here again to Taheite, or Eimeo. 
I am concerned for the Missionaries, there are not many remaining at 
Taheite; Mr. Hayward, and Mr. Nott, are the only remaining ones. 

Taheite is in peace; it is not a very good peace; perhaps it will 
not be good until there is war again: however, there is peace, and 
we remait in quietness.

* The names by which my children were called at Taheite. 
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I came here to Eimeo, July the 8th, to get timber for canoes, and 
dwell at Eimeo. August 10th, Captain Campbeil’s vessel came in 
sight; she brought me a letter from you, which, when I looked at, 
I knew was a letter from you: I was much comforted by its con- 
tents, my good friend. 

Your cattle are safe; there are seventeen of them. Onotte, (Mr. 
Nott) and Mr. Hayward went for one of the cattle to kill and salt 
down ; it was the ox that was at Teareea. 

Topoa and party are here at Eimeo, and also the chiefs of Ulitea. 
Tamatoa and Pomarre vahene* are at Huaheine: they only remain 
of the chiefs.. They. are to come in Captain Walker's vessel; per- 
haps they will not come for some time yet. ‘Tapoa and party came 
in Captain Campbell's vessel. ‘They arrived here at Eimeo, Sep- 
tember 27th. They brought a good number of men with them, 288. 
Here are also the chiefs of Bolabola, Omae, and 'Tefaaora, and 
their party; their men are also a good many, 262. They arrived 
here at Eimieo, July 12th. Mr. Hayward} arrived here October 
10th, with nine canoes, and one boat; their men are likewise a good 
many, 199. ‘They also are come to engage in the war. I shall 
send them back again; there shall be no war; there is peace, and 
not war. We dwell here at Eimeo. Patea, Utametane,{ and party 
of attendants are at Taheite. Manehene§ is here; she is lately 
come to Eimeo. She was apprehensive of danger on account of a 
man of Parre being killed by a blow of the fist from a drunken 
man of her party. Puru was the man’s name that was killed: 
Toerau the name of the man that gave him the blow. It was not 





* The proper king of Uleitea and Otaha. Pomarre vahene is his daugh- 
ter, and King Pomarre’s intended queen. 

+ It must not be imagined that Brother Hayward came at the head of 
this party to war, or that he had the command of them: he had the charge 
of the boat, and coming up with the party, the king mentions him thus from 
respect.

§ His half-sister, who, though only about eight years of age, has a ret- 
inue of her own, and lives sometimes at a distance from her father and 
mother. 
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Puru the chief of Huaheine, it was a different Puru belonging tp 
Parre, 

Drunkenness in Taheite is a very bad thing; many through it 
have been much injured by throwing of stones. One man of Uleitea 
was wounded with a musket, named Anavepau; Haapa shot him: 
they both belonged to Uleitea. He did not die, he recovered. 
Another man, named Opeto, was stabbed with a knife, but did not 
die. 

Captain Fodger informed us that there had been some of our 
people killed at Anura.* Three men were killed there, property 
taken, and muskets also, by people of Ana. Captain Fodger himself 
brought them to Anura, and left them there to dive for pearls, with 
four Englishmen, and four Taheitans: there were five of the Ana 
people. 

Captain Fodger came here to Taheite, and on his return to Anura 
he found the three were cut off: one Englishman and the Taheitans 
made their escape. It was these men of Ana that Captain Fodger 
brought there that killed them. 

My good friend, say to Mr. Pucell,t Pomarre desires you to send 
him some of your writing to Taheite, that he may see the kind of 
hand you write. 

Where are Mrs. and Mr. Eyre ? are they settled ? I am grieving 
for them. Where are the other Missionaries ? where is their dwell- 
ing place? I shall not give over my sorrowing for them. We dont 
regard our dwelling place here since the Missionaries are not : they 
are wanted to make us happy. We are now lonesome, Onotte and 
Mr. Hayward also. 

My good friend, agree to my request to you, and then I shall be 
happy : come you here, my dear friend! come you here to Taheite. 
When you come, procure a little winet for us. If you come I shall 
be happy. Write to me that I may know your sentiments, my dear 
friend ! Send by the first vessel if you remain long at Botany Bay.
